Three of my friends who had prom- 
ised to stand by me in case there 
should be any trouble, weakened and 
went against me, and to the great joy 
of my enemies I was disqualified for 
six months. 

They had waited that long with the 
disqualification in order to spoil a 
whole season for me. 

Suecess in Dance. 

T accepted an offer to dance in the 
biggest revue in Oslo, and had a big 
success. The critics were good in all 
the papers except one. 

But the life on the stage among the 
chorus girls was not to my taste, and 
finally I packed my trunks and with 
$40 in my pocket went to Paris, with- 
out a single letter of introduction and 
not knowing anyone there. I had 
promised my parents and my coach, 
Kreigsman, that I would be in better 
form than ever when I came back. 

I was glad to get away from Oslo, 
even though the life in Paris was hard 
enough to start. I had spent all my 
money and lived three days without 
any food before I was able to sell my 
first article. . 


After that everything went better 
for me there, and after a while I was 
training very intensively, besides writ- 
ing a novel which had a good sale 


upon its publication a few days after! 


my return to Oslo. 

Here in Paris at the Norwegian am- 
bassador’s I met the girl who is now 
my wife, She inspired me to tremen- 
dous efforts to get in form again.

BY “PUSSYFOOT” 


New York, April 23.—(#)—wil- 
lam KE. (Pussyfoot) Johnson answered 
criticism abroad growing out of cabled 
accounts of a magazine article of his 
published under the caption, “I had 
to lie, bribe and drink to put over 
prohibition in America,” by announc- 
ing today that the tactics he employed 
were simply “legitimate tricks” of 
reputable detective ageacies. 

“In securing evidence against crimi- 
nals,” he cabled to the London office. 
of the World League Against Alco- 
holism in response to inquiry, “I have 
habitually used legitimate tricks of de- 
eeption practiced by Scotland Yard, 
the American secret service and every 
reputable detective service on earth. 

“T have used the same tricks of de- 
ception that were employed by the 
allies in the great war, and similar 
tricks were employed by the armies 
of Israel when they conquered the 
Holy Land under the direction of God 
Himself. I merely described these 
practices in my article. 
have no apologies to make.”

To Join Dead Music Teacher

Kansas City, Mo., April 23.—Miss 


Norma Freeman died today at Olathe, 
Kans., with the hope she would goin 
in death a friend whom she loved. 

It was with such a hope that she 
left her home last night to place her- 
self on the Santa Fe tracks outside 
Olathe and await death. Still con- 
scious when removed from beneath 
the train she reiterated her desire to
